DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment filed on 4/7/04 in which claims 12-21, 24-37 and 55-75 
are pending. The applicant's amendments have been fully considered therefore this case is in 
condition for allowance. In addition the pending claims have been renumbered as 1-1 1, 15-27, 
12-14 and 28-45, respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts of 
record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: subtract the 
remodulate d first signal symbols from the demodulated legacy upper layer signal to produce the 
second signal symbols as recited in claims 12, 21 and 58.
